Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form. the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1-2 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kunitomo et al. (US 5,622,590, hereinafter, Kunitomo.) 

6. In regard to claim 1 , in figs. 3-4, Kunitomo discloses a circuit substrate 1 1 for 
packaging a semiconductor device, the circuit comprising: 

input/output terminal electrodes 12 formed on a surface of a main body of the 
substrate; 

conductive adhesive layers 13 adhering onto the terminal electrodes; and 
resin film 14 formed on the surface of the substrate so as to cover the adhesive 
layers and the electrodes. 

In regard to claims 2 and 10, together with the above discussions, Kunitomo 
further discloses the adhesive layers are placed in positions on the surface of the resin 
film corresponding to the terminal electrodes on the surface of the substrate.
